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After you have read the title, forget it for a moment. This is about Karl 
Baedeker who was born at Essen in Germany in 1801. He was brought up in a print- 
ing establish t, f ded by his father, but in early youth Karl went into busi- 





ness on his own in Coblenz where he began to issue the first of that long series 
of guide books which were to make his name a household word during the better part 
of a century. 

Baedeker's guide books were successful because of the systematic personal 
work done by Karl and his son Fritz who carried on the business after 1872, The 
Baedekers traveled about incognito, noting the minutest particulars in the manage- 
ment of the hotels they visited, and in the later days of their great prosperity, 
the firm employed a small army of travelers who had to be good scholars as well as 
geographers. The familiar red books were rather expensive for the times and were 
Priced from $2.50 to $6.00, the most costly, because the least used, being Baede- 
ker's United States! 

I have a whole collection of Baedekers issued from 1889 up to 1912. In the 
latter year I bought my last one, on Spain and Portugal. All told, my library 
has no fewer than seventeen Baedekers and I wouldn't trade them for anything I cm 
think of. So when I hail Ecce bonum! there is in mind an unstudied tribute 
to the marvelous wealth of accurate information contained in these somewhat thamb- 
ed volumes which are old friends. 

When one looked in Baedeker to find a well recommended hotel with rooms at 
four france fifty, one paid just that or there was a fuss. If the book said din- 
ner was from two francs, one demanded dinner at two francs and the wine was 
thrown in if Baedeker said so. Likewise, when a palace, a temple, or a picture 
was two starred, one had best look at it or prepare for a confession of failure 
on his return to this side of the Atlantic. Once I missed & two starred pic- 
ture in some gallery and was forever explaining why I hadn't seen it. Another 
time I went far out of my itinerary to visit a two starred buried city and 
was wéll repaid for the starvation I endured to see it in all its ruined glory.

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So all in all Baedeker was gospel. It was in high respect when Kar! and 
Fritz were gathered to their fathers, and no better advertisement was there in 
existence of the good faith and the honest labor of these prominent citizens 
of Germany. Money could not secure favorable notice in Baedeker, but good 
service and — could, and Germany had every reason to be proud of such sons 
who were as much an institution as they were men. 

Now to take up the second part ‘of the title. What good is Baedeker today? 
Surely not much except for historical use. The information would help little in 
the case of those cities battered half out of existence by bombing. The de- 
scription of the meals in Paris, Brussels, and Rotterdam now would be a grim 
joke. The currency? It is at present expressea@ in occupation marks. But why 
continue on what is painful even to think about? I have no answer to my own 
question except to say that the row of guide books standing so bravely on the 
mantel makes me realize as much as anything can, that the world won't come 
back to Baedeker. With this realization comes the thought that I would like 
every German who has left in him a shred of the old conception of honor, truth 
and decency, to look once again upon those red books which in their time and in 
their modest way, stood for honest beliefs and no less, for incorruptibility.
